Man charged with 
uttering threats to 
government staff 
over earbon tax 

A man has been charged after stuff say 
someone phoned the legislature office of 
Alberta Environment Minister Shannon 
Phillips and threatened to shoot everyone 
over the carbon tax. 

Michael Enright, an oil products sales¬ 
man from Camrose, says he didn't make 
any threats and was simply calling to 
voice his frustration over the hurt cur¬ 
rently being experienced in his industry'. 

"This was nothing. This was me having 
a bad day," Enright said Thursday. Tm a 
very calm person. Everybody knows me 
as a guy who never gets upset.” 

Cheryl Sheppard of the Edmonton 1 Po¬ 
lice Service said Enright faces one Criminal 
Code charge of uttering threats. 

The call happened a week ago. on 
March 31, in the middle of the afternoon. 

"He was calling to express his anger 
over the carbon tax." a staffer in Phillips's 
office told police in a statement 

The staffer told police the caller, who 


refused to identify himself, referred to 
the minister as a man. When he was re¬ 
minded Phillips was female, "'he told me 
the NDP only hire people with Ixjobs . not 
qualified people." 

"He then said he was going to get his 
ammunition and gun and come here and 
shoot us all," the statement reads. 

Sheppard said Enright was charged 
later that day with assistance from po¬ 
lice in Camrose. 

Enright said Thursday he hits not been 
in court yet. 

He denied making any threats. 

“No. 1 didn't say that. I don't have a 
.gun. 1 don't have ammunition. 1 didn’t 
say that at all." 

Enright said he was driving and lis¬ 
tening to talk radio host Danielle Smith, 
former Opposition Wild rose leader in the 
legislature, when he called Phillips's office. 

Tm listening to Danielle Smith talk¬ 
ing just one thing after another about — 
whatchamacaliit — the economy and the 
coal. Tve got friends who are losing their 
jobs, and J phoned in," he said. 

“I didn't mean to get upset and J did 
not threaten anybody at all. .All I said was 
that if they \ the NDP government j keep 
pushing people, people are going to get 
guns and they are going to revolt."

A new public engagement tool 
the city is piloting asks you to 
consider texting a sidewalk. 

It gels weirder: The sidewalk 
will text you bock. 

beginning in Enterprise 
Square, the city has set up dec- 
ills on the ground with a smiling 
caricature of Conn. Scott McKeen 
that invite pedestrians to text a 
number and start a conversation. 

Program .manager Zanette 
Frost said the program, which 


also uses the hashtag #YegSide- 
WalkTalk. uses the same tech¬ 
nology shows like American idol 
employ to allow direct feedback, 
but in this case, the feedback is 
about urban design. 

‘It's using that technology in 
a way to tap into how the urban 
form or how the space is making 
people feel and engaging them 
in a conversation.” Frost said. 

When you text the decal on 
the ground it will reply, asking 
automated follow-up questions 
about how you feel in the spice 
and what could improve it. 

“If we had 15 people respond 
to the initial question and 13 of 
them all said this space could 
use some fun and bright art, 
that gives us a sensed said Frost. 

She said after Enterprise 
Square the city will move the 
pilot outside and they believe 
in the longterm there are lots of 
potential uses for the technology. 

“It may be transit centres. It 


may be LK1 stations. It could be 
parksr she said, “it’s a different 
tool we can put into our toolbox.” 

The system does not store user 
phone numbers, but does collect 
responses. 

McKeen said he could accept 
people walking over his face if it 
produces interesting comments. 

“It gets people to respond to 
public spaces in the city and say 
how r that area makes them feei. 


and maybe over time increase 
awareness about how great de¬ 
sign of public spaces can encour¬ 
age vibrancy.” 

He said over the king-term the 
idea should help the city find out 
what really works for people. 

" Hopefully we will get some 
feedback on the ureas people like 
being and w r e will get a better 
idea on what it is that attracts 
people to spaces." 


Sara Feldman, a transit pro¬ 
ject manager, said after a 
lengthy conversation about 
w r hat people want in Ed¬ 
monton's system, it's time 
to move on to discussion of 
the trade-offs. 

“It’s hard for people to 
make choices between those 
things, so we wanted to illus¬ 
trate some of the benefits and 
the impacts of choosing one 
over the other,” Feldman said. 

As part of the city's on¬ 
going transit strategy, Ed¬ 
montonians must now make 
some hard 
choices, with 
questions 
moving be¬ 
yond what 
they want and 
towards w r hat 
they're willing 
to trade in or¬ 
der to get it. 

Through on¬ 
line surveys, 
public con¬ 
sultations and even surveys 
aboard transit buses, people 
will be asked to weigh in on 
whether transit should reach 
every corner of the city or 
provide fast service on ma¬ 
jor routes. 

Jn the frequency versus 
coverage debate, for example, 
the city suggests that could 
mean the difference between 
a five-minute walk to a bus 


station or a 10-minute walk. 

Feldman said those num¬ 
bers aren't exact, but give 
people an idea of what the 
options are. 

“We gave those walking 
distances as an example so 
people would have something 
concrete.” she said. 

But Feldman said chat de¬ 
bate isn't the only one the 
city needs to have and that's 
why the public consultation 
will ask many other ques¬ 
tions, 

“We are asking some ques¬ 
tions around 
fares and fund¬ 
ing. We want to 
know if Edmon¬ 
tonians think 
the current 
level of invest¬ 
ment is right,” 
she said. 

The survey 
and consulta¬ 
tion all assume 
the city w r on't 
dramatically increase the 
budget for transit over the 
next few years. 

Eeldman said they did that 
to ensure people understand 
choices have to be made. 

“We want people to under¬ 
stand that there is a reason 
w r e are asking A or B, it's 
because we don't have un¬ 
limited funds.”

Rachel Motley's kitchen table 
address was a way to soften the 
blow that'll came when the gov¬ 
ernment announces its deficit- 
laden budget, according to one 
Calgary political scientist. 

During a broadcast from Mot¬ 
ley's home Thursday evening, 
the premier emphasized her 
government won't make tuts 
to health care and education to 
balance the books, and told Al¬ 
bertans to look toward its April 
14 budget for more details re¬ 
garding job creation. 

Duane Bratt, political science 
professor with Mount Royal 
University', described Motley's 
speech as a year-end review. 

“3t wasn't aimed at people 
who follow politics on a day-to- 
dav basis,” Hiatt said. “It was a 
good summary of what they've 
done, but there was nothing 
new in here." 

Motley said the Alberta Jobs 
Plan has three pillars, one being 
to control spending, which has 
begun to drop slightly since the 
WDP took power. 

Bratt took issue with that — 


Motley r was referring to the rate 
of increase, not the total reduc¬ 
tion in spending, he said, 
ihe other piliar of the plan, 
she said, includes "supporting 
families and communities, in¬ 
vesting in infrastructure, diversi¬ 
fying our energy markets, and 
supporting Alberta business* 
But the premier didn't detail 
those components, saying Al¬ 
bertans will leant more when 
next week's budget is tabled. 
It's projected to be more Ehan 
510 billion in the red. 

“In our budge: next week, we 
will be setting out more details 
of our five-year £34 billion plan 
to build new schools, hospitals, 
roads and transit throughout 
Alberta,” Motley said. 

Motley reiterated the govern¬ 
ment's support to get a pipeline 
to tidewater, though done in a 
"modem" and “carefully-regu¬ 
lated 1 ' way, she said. 

"1 can promise you this: I 
won't let up.* she said. “We 
must get to 'yes' on a pipeline." 

As for the government's plans 
to support job creators in the 
private sector, Motley told Al¬ 
bertans again to look forward 
to the budget, but noted many 
of its initiatives, like injecting 
51.5 billion in capital spend¬ 
ing to support ATB financial’s 
lending. 

Motley again milled on Ottawa 
to include Edmonton in its new 
Employment Insurance bene¬ 
fits plan, adding the resource 
is available for jobless Alberta.

Invasive fish 
take over St. 
Albert pond

They're hard Eo control, breed 
rapidly and eat native plants and 
plankton — and they're becom¬ 
ing a potential invasive species 
in our cities. 

Yep. goldfish are on the loose 
in Alberta. 

Sarah Cicthini. an environ¬ 
mental co-ordinator with the city 
of St Albeit, says that city's gold¬ 
fish problem stated last summer, 
when a concerned citizen alerted 
officials that the popular pet had 
taken over a stormwater pond. 

They investigated and found 
hundreds of goldfish. 

"Some were probably finger 
tips to elbow (in length],” Cic¬ 
thini said. “1 remember look¬ 
ing at a few and being like, ‘Oh. 
you're my arm.'" 

■Cicthini suspects it started 
with a regretful pet owner wrong¬ 
fully thinking dumping an un¬ 


wanted goldfish into a storm¬ 
water pond was humane. 

Wildlife experts say goldfish 
allowed to leave their bowls for 
city water systems have the po¬ 
tential to wreak havoc on habitat, 
other fish, or both. 

So far, St. Albert officials have 
{unsuccessfully) tried scooping 
the unwanted goldfish out with 


nets, stunning them with an 
electric current and lowering the 
water level in the hopes the pond 


would freeze over this winter. 
None of it worked. 

" 1 was very unhappy on all of 


the warm days,” Cicchini says. 

“The fish stayed happy 
through the winter." 

Kate Wilson, an aquatic inva¬ 
sive species specialist with the 
province, wasn't surprised to 
get a call from it. Albeit. 

“The (goldfish| were doing 
really wed. They were reprodu¬ 
cing,. surviving the winter, all 
in an unaerated pond quite far 
north." she said. ““That scares 
me because it means they can 
virtually live anywhere.” 

Wilson say's she doubts gold¬ 
fish infestations are a new phe¬ 
nomenon but she's getting mom 
calls — which she feels is par¬ 
tially due to better education 
about invasive species. 

Still, she says more needs to be 
done, especially since the quali¬ 
fications of beloved pets are aw- 
fiilly similar to those of effective 
invasive species. 

“Its kind of the hallmark of 
popular species in the aquarium 
world that they don't have to do 
much and they're kind of hard 
to kill" she said. 

“But that's (also] the trade¬ 
mark of invasive species: they're 
adaptable, they can withstand 
temperatures, and bad water 
conditions.

Not only is dumping 
your goldfish into public 
waters illegal but Kate 
Wilson says flushing your 
deceased ones isn't a 
good idea, either. 

Long a childhood rite of 
passage, she says toilet- 
side funerals can also 
have a negative impact on 
native fish populations. 

"Aquariums are 
notorious for having 
disease and parasites 
that aren't occurring 
in natural water, so we 
certainly don't want to 
have whatever killed your 
fish go down to the water 
waste treatment centre 
and ultimately end up in 
the river," 

She adds its an 
especially important issue 
in cities., where treatment 
centres do a great job 
of removing solid things 
but may not catch all the 
microscopic things that 
impact fish.

Administration reports 
Kings way Mall, which was in¬ 
itially reluctant to have the line 
on their property, is now more 
open to the idea. One option 
could see the line crossing into 
an elevated parking structure 
at the mall. 

Council asked for the options 
after initial assessments showed 
potential 16 minute waits for 
drivers on 106 Avenue and Prin¬ 
cess Elizabeth Avenue. 

The Metro Line traffic delays 
didn't end up being as bad as first 
Feared, but Mayor Don Jveson 
said councillors are still healing 
concerns from motorists. But, he 
added, the Line also has a positive 
impact on congestion. 

“There is a trade-off there 
and the net benefit is that now, 


10,000 people are coming in and 
out of the downtown on transit 
— people who might have been 
driving otherwise,” he said. 

Administration also provided 
information to council on what

Lightly used routes could face axe 


Some transit routes that see 
few passengers board their 
busses could soon disappear, as 
the city angles to concentrate 
resources on crowded routes. 

Councillors will be asked 
next week to consider reducing 
or even eliminating sendee on 
a number of lightly used routes 
to in turn strengthen those 
that have trouble keeping up 
wi th d emand. If approved, 
the route changes will drop 
in September and will include 
some outright cancellations as 
well as reduced service dur¬ 
ing evenings, weekends and 
peak times. 

Mayor Don Ives on said many 
of these routes cost too much 
for too few passengers, while 
other routes are packed. 

“We have other people lit¬ 
erally being left at the curb on 
our busiest routes, so I think 


it’s a prudent decision finan¬ 
cially and will help grow rider- 
ship," he said. 

The routes represent about 
two per cent of all service 
hours and will free up 43,000 
service hours to be put to other 
areas. 

Bill Sabey, Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit’s director of service develop- 
nient, said the organization 
expects about 900 riders to lose 
access to currently existing ser¬ 
vice on weekdays, 1,400 on Sat¬ 
urdays and 1,100on Sundays. 

He said usually the service 
reallocates about 10,000 hours 
of service a year. 

There are more routes 
that don’t meet the system 
standards, but Sabey said in 
some cases they're new or cut¬ 
ting them would affect other 
routes.

OILS AMDS 

Scientists poke 
holes in report 
of infi g htin g, 
overspending 

Prominent scientists are warn¬ 
ing Alberta's environment min¬ 
ister that disbanding an arm's- 
length body that monitors the 
environmental impact of the 
oilsands is a mistake. 

"Minister (Shannon! Phillips 
believes that there is public 
trust in government science," 
says a letter signed by 10 A-list 
researchers. 

“it is our experience in deal¬ 
ing with the public that this is 
not the case."* 

Signatories include scientists 
whose work originally exposed 
how 1 poorly Alberta was track¬ 
ing the environmental impacts 
of industry, especially the oil- 
sands, as well as some who 
examined those monitoring 
methods. They include ecol¬ 
ogist David Schindler of the 
University of Alberta, biologist 
John Smol from Queen's and 
geologist Andrew Miall of the 
University of Toronto. 

On Tuesday, Phillips an¬ 
nounced that the Alberta En¬ 
vironmental Monitoring. Evalu¬ 
ation and Reporting Agency 
would be folded up and its 
work brought back within gov¬ 
ernment. Citing a consultant's 
study, Phillips said the agency 


was overspending, split by 
bureaucratic infighting and 
dividing Alberta's scarce sci¬ 
entific resources. 

ihe also said environmental 
monitoring is a core function 
of government not unlike pub¬ 
lic health or safety. 

The letter from scientists 
says the consultant's report 
was full of errors. Tor one, sal¬ 
aries at the agency were not 
inflated, it says. 

“A simple check with three 
scientists at AEMERA shows 
that they are paid the same or 
less than other civil servants 


of equivalent rank." 

'The letter also defends the 
agency's record in getting mon¬ 
itoring programs running. It 
points out that, far from be¬ 
ing a “three-year failed experi¬ 
ment T the agency's chief sci¬ 
entist wasn't even hired until 
last April and staff weren’t 
transferred to it until last July 
—just four months before the 
consultant's report was dated. 

A recent peer review of 
the oilsands component of 
the agency's work gave it a 
solid “B" grade for dramatic 
improvements in research on 


how oilsands development af¬ 
fects the environment. 

Most dangerous is mov¬ 
ing the research back under 
the wing of government, said 
Schindler, 

"The minister is naive," he 
said. “She will not be the only 
min ister i n charge of this mon¬ 
itoring program, and this is a 
program t hat has to have many 
decades of integrity to be valu¬ 
able." Alberta Environment 
was considering the letter and 
not immediately available for 
comment.

Clinic serves up medical pot

While a 'ioronto-based medical 
marijuana clinic prepares to ex¬ 
pand into Edmonton, an existing 
clinic is already quietly serving 
2.500 patients. 

Sieve fader is part owner of 
Natural Health Services [NHS|, 
which opened its local operation 
in late February at a tempor¬ 
ary spot on Jasper Avenue, It 
first opened a Calgary clinic last 
year that treats roughly the same 
number of patients. 

Nutu nil Health differs from 
'Ioronto-based Cannabinoid Med¬ 
ical Clinic (CMC) in that it will 
treat patients without a referral 
from another doctor. .Ml four 
of its Edmonton physicians are 
registered psychiatrists and can 
access medical records on a pa¬ 


tient’s behalf. 

“When were successful ac¬ 
commodating this exact spe¬ 
cialty, and opening up a frilly 
operational specialty clinic, there 
really will be no need for doctors 
to write prescriptions because 
patients will have an alterna¬ 
tive." fader said.

Student scientists 
rocket to the stars

New paper says 
program may 
outsize Alberta 
space industry

In a basement lab, a group of 
student scientists are putting 
their satellite through the ringer 
— repeatedly heating it up to 
50 C before plunging it back 
down to -20 C— to prove it can 
withstand the rigours of spate. 

But if it's taking a bit long¬ 
er than expected it’s probably 
because it's the First satellite 
to be designed and built in Al¬ 
berta, one exclusively built by 
students from the AlbertaSat 
project to boot. 

"We thought we had a pretty 
good idea of how long it would 
take, but it turns out we were 


a bit off," said project manager 
Charles Mokes, about to gradu¬ 
ate with a degree in engineer¬ 
ing physics. 

The temperature one is just 
one test the basketball-sized 
satellite will undergo before 
launch ing off the International 
Spate Station this summer. 

If all goes well the satellite 
will measure weather in space 
For about a year before disin¬ 
tegrating. 

It will be a major achievement 
for the AlbertaSat project, but 
also for a little known under¬ 
graduate program that some say 
is giving the University an edge 
in the Canadian spate industry. 

A new paper in Physics in 
Canada sets out the suet ess of 
the Canada/Norway Student 
Sounding Rotket Program (or 
CaNoKock) in numbers: 105 so 
far have participated by going 
to Norway for a week to learn 
about rockets. 

Of those, 20 per cent have ap¬ 
plied to work in the aerospace 
industry and 57 per cent have 
applied to grad programs. 


“CaNoRock is perfectly suit¬ 
ed to help Alberta tap into the 
aerospace and defence sector 
for economic diversification and 
growth." said the paper's lead 
author and physics PhD candi¬ 
date David Miles. 

Astrophysics student Kristen 
Cote completed the program 
last year, and she met people 
from the AlbertaSat project, 
got involved — and discovered 
a whole new industry. 


“1 think we're seeing a resur¬ 
gence in the smarter way to do 
space. It used to be more about 
these big rockets," she said. 

Most of the people work¬ 
ing on the new satellite have a 
CaNoRock connection, which 
Cote says got a lot of people 
hooked. 

“It's a week-long crash course 
in rockets and if that doesn't 
sound cool enough, then t don't 
know what does.”

Hospitals are seeing shorter wait times: Report

As Alberta's hospitals continue 
to see patient volume increases, 
overall wait times to see doc¬ 
tors at the province's busiest 
emergency' rooms have slightly 


declined. 

According to Alberta Health 
Services' (AHS) recently released 
performance measures report. .Al¬ 
bertans waited 1.3 hours to see a 
physician at one of the province's 
busiest emergency facilities dur¬ 
ing its third quarter, down by six 
minutes from 1.4 hours during 
the third quarter of last year. The 


benchmark is 1.2 hours. 

Dr. Led Braun, acting vice- 
president and medical direc¬ 
tor for central and southern Al¬ 
berta, said the AHS has worked 
to streamline its processes and 
improve the ilow of patients 
at its emergency departments, 
while opening continuing care 
beds and creating rapid transfer 


units within urban hospitals to 
free up space. 

In the third quarter of 2015- 
16. patients waited an average 
of 3.2 hours in the emeigenty r 
department before being admit¬ 
ted to a hospital bed, down 42 
minutes from 3.9 hours during 
Q3 of 2Q14-15. The benchmark 
is S.2 horn's.

FLU SEASON 

Target for 
vaccine 
cut again 

Alberta Health is yet again re¬ 
ducing its flu targets for next 
year, after a lacklustre showing 
thorn Albertans who decided to 
get poked. 

After .Alberta Health Sendees 
recently concluded its immuniza¬ 
tion program, the government 
st rid 27 per cent of Albertans were 
immunized, though it intended 
to vaccinate 40 per cent of the 
population. 

As a result, Alberta Health de¬ 
cided to reduce next year's target 
to 35 percent, which should be 
enough to cover the a desiring 
the vaccine, according to Alberta 
Health Actmg Chief Medical Of 
ficer Dr. Martin Lavoie. 

In 2015, the target had been 
reduced from 45 to 40 per cent 
of the population. 

Lavoie said last year’s virtu¬ 
ally ineffective vaccine may have 
caused some to shy away from 
getting their shot this year, not¬ 
ing the province normally sees in¬ 
creases in vaccinations annually.

Children freed after Beirut abduction 


Ibtissam Bern was taking her 
two Australia u-Lebanese grand¬ 
children to school when she 
saw a car parked on the street 
and a cameraman filming them. 
Once they came closer, two men 
jumped out, pushed her and a do¬ 
mestic worker away and whisked 
the boy and girl off in the car. 

That was the beginning of a 
two-day drama that ended Thurs¬ 
day with Lebanese police saying 
the children were freed and re¬ 
united with their Lebanese father 
while their Australian mother 
was detained. In addition to the 
mother, four Australians, includ¬ 
ing a TV crew, and two Britons 
were also detained over the stone 
incident. 

The mother. Stilly Faulkner, 
came to Lebanon recently to 
try to regain custody of her chil¬ 
dren — 3-1 } 2 - -year-old Noah and 
5-1/2-year-old Laheki — nearly 
two years after separating from 


her ex-husband Alt al-Amin. 

The Wednesday morning ab¬ 
duction in the southern suburb 
of Hadath occurred just before 
the rush hour — minutes later, 
when the Beirut dty traffic comes 
to a near standstill, it would have 
bee n almost impossible to carry 
off. 

Within hours, Lebanese au¬ 
thorities detained five Austral¬ 
ians, including a prominent TV 
presenter and her crew* as well 
as the children's mother, two 
Brit ish citizens and two Lebanese 
on suspicion they were involved 
in the abduction, police said in 
a statement. 

At least one of the Britons 
is being held on suspicion he 
planned to smuggle the chil¬ 
dren out of Lebiinon on his boat, 
docked at a private Beirut hotel, 
police officials said. 

“T hey were foster than light¬ 
ing,” Berri. the grandmother. 


told The Associated Press on 
Thursday, speaking of the men 
who took the kids. "One hit me 
on the head with a pistol butt, 
knocking me down on the mad." 

“1 held the boy and started 
screaming They are kidnapping 
the children/ No one helped me/' 
she said, adding the assailants 
did not look Lebanese. “1 was 
terrified. 1 ' 

The abductors, made sure her 
son was not with them. Beni 
speculated, speaking at her Bei¬ 
rut apartment. Behind her, a 
photo of Labela as a baby stood 
at the dining table. Earlier, her 
son had gone to a club he owns 
near Beirut but four people who 
had called and made an appoint¬ 
ment for a wind-surfing lesson 
never showed up. she said. 

Berri said she is a cousin 
of Lebanon’s powerful Parlia¬ 
ment Speaker Nabib Berri and 
the family name is well known. 


The children had lived be¬ 
tween Lebanon and Australia 
until mid-201T, when the mother 
left the Arab country'.

It was a notable shift in tone 
for it primary contest that has 
remained Largely civil. As the 
race moves toward the New York 
primary on April 19, the stakes 
are higher for both campaigns.

A senior Mexican official said 
Thursday that a shuffle of top dip¬ 
lomats dealing with the United 
States reflected a new strategy' 
to respond to false portrayals of 
Mexico that have spread during 
the U.S, presidential campaign. 

"They are simply changes to 
put in place a new strategy in 
the environment we are living." 
Mexican Foreign Relations Sec¬ 
retary' Claudia Ruiz Mossieu told 
The Associated Press. "It's a dif¬ 
ferent environment than we had 
a year ago and one that obligates 
us, like anyone, to reconsider 
what we are doing and how we 
are doing it to have more effect¬ 
ive, better results." 

On Tuesday, the government 
of President himqtie E ] ena Nieto 
named Carlos Sada, a longtime 
diplomat with deep experience 


in the U.S., to be ambassador in 
Washington, repkicing an aca¬ 
demic who was on the job onJy 
seven months. Paulo Cairene?, 
who has extensive background 
in public relations, was named 
undersecretary for North .Amer¬ 
ican affairs. 

Ruiz Massieu said both men 
are best suited to execute the 
new strategy', which aims to 
promote economic and cultur¬ 
al benefits of strong cross-border 
ties. The announcements came 
as Mexico has adopted a more 
aggressive response to negative 


depictions during the U.S. presi¬ 
dential campaign. 

T he secretary didn't single out 
any candidate, but she said the 
U.k. campaign has featured false 
and distorted views of Mexico. 
Her remarks came shortly after

CiLQiid.il's oil and gas indus.tr>' is 
on track to see its biggest two- 
year capital spending decline 
in its seven-decade history, ac¬ 
cording to the Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of Petroleum Producers. 

Companies are expected to 
invest $31 billion in 2016. a 62 
per cent drop from the 2014 
record of SSI billion. 

It's the biggest drop since 
CAPP and its predecessor or¬ 
ganizations began keeping 
track in 1947 — the year of 
Alberta's first major oil dis¬ 
covery.

survive, reproduce and grow at 
a decent pace in a lab. Like the 
first synthetic celL £yn 1.0, it 
reproduces on its own through 
cell division, just as real 
bacteria do.

'lhe authors still have no idea 
what about a third of Syn 
3.0's genes do. Further studies 
might shed light on the earli¬ 
est life and give us clues about 
the obscure parts of our own 
DNA. 

Venter calls Syn the fist 
species to have its parents be 


a computer. Freaky, right? It 
calls into question some of the 
fundamental things we believe 
about life. 

'’life," the Encyclopaedia 
Britannka says, is “living mai¬ 
ler that shows .., responsive¬ 
ness, growth, metabolism, 
energy transformation, and re¬ 
production."' So Syn 3.0 is alive.

Grief is no laughing matter, but 
with Demolition, Jake Gyllenhaal 
has made a whimsical movie 
about a man on the edge of fall¬ 
ing into the abyss. 

The film continues Gyllen- 
haaTs quest to explore charac¬ 
ters who aren't immediately 
likeable or understandable. No 
other mainstream actor puts 
himself or herself out there as 
consistently or successfully its 
Gyllenhaal. He takes chances, 
throwing himself at edgy portray¬ 
als of real people. Recently we've 
seen him as Nightcrawler’s rep¬ 
tilian Lou Bloom, a slick-talking 
drifter who falls into the free¬ 
lance news-gathering business, 
a man who seeks his doppelga- 
nger in Enemy and Southpaw's 
inarticulate brute with a heart 
of gold, World Middleweight 
Hosing Champion Billy Hope. 

In Demolition, he plays in¬ 
vestment banker Davis Mitchell. 
Wealthy and happy, his life is 
turned upside down when he and 
his wife Julia are bickering about 


banal home stuff and their car 
is braadsided and she is killed. 

Instead of being plunged into 
grief, Davis becomes numb, im¬ 
pervious to the seven stages that 
usually accompany grave loss. 
However, his behaviour becomes 
increasingly strange. When he 
writes a letter to a vending-ma- 
chine company demanding a 
refund, he finds an outlet for his 
feelings and a therapist of sorts 
in customer-service rep Karen 
Moreno, played by Naomi Watts. 
As his letters grow increasingly 
heartfelt and raw, Karen's sym¬ 
pathetic ear and later, her rebel¬ 
lious son, help Davis demolish his 
life so he can rebuild his world. 

“It's a stoiy about a guy who 
begins the movie in a conven¬ 
tional way and ends the movie 
through an imconventional jour¬ 
ney." said Gyllenhaal at a press 
conference 1 hosted with him at 
TIFF last year, “feeling however 
(he wants and needs to) and not 
how society tells him to feel." 

Here the 35-year-old actor de¬ 
livers strong work, grounding the 
film’s quirk in ess in a character 
you may not understand but 


can empathize with. He does 
the heavy lifting, and his work 
humanizes this offbeat film. 

When Davis spontaneously 
dances on the streets of New 
York or demolishes his marital 
home, it's outrageous but it is 
the sight of a man in pain re¬ 
fusing to face up to the fact that 
he wasn't a very good husband 
and wall never be able to make 
amends to Julia. It's occasionally 
very funny, other times tragic. 

The surreal dance scenes are 
surprising for the audience, but 
Gyllenhaal says they were a sur¬ 
prise to him as well. 

“3 always looked on the sched¬ 
ule for when the dancing was go¬ 
ing to be.” he said at the presser, 
revealing that director Jean Marc 
Vallee shot the scenes spontan¬ 
eously. 

“The first time E danced, we 
were on the train, and [Vallee) 
said, 'Okay, the train's pulling 
in,’ and handed mean iPod, gave 
me an earphone and said. ‘Are 
you ready to dance? Let's go.' By 
ihe end. 1 didn't want to stop 
dancing. 1 made like a whirling 
dervish.”

As with Va I lee's previous 
films Wild, Dallas Buyers Chib 
and Cafe de Flore, this emo¬ 
tion-laden drama featured a 
loose production style that 
eschewed lights, makeup and 
blocking. 

"It's not [a situation where) 
the actor has the feel of the 
light of a spotlight — like 
jthe light! that was so bright 
earlier for the picture — so 
when you have this on set. 
the actors they know, they feel 
the light and now they want 
to be lit,” he said during a 
round of interviews last Sep¬ 
tember. 

"Now. w r hen you don't have 
this, they don't get self-con¬ 
scious, they don’t have to hit 
a mark and it doesn't put style 
on top. Style doesn’t matter. 
It’s not about style, it's about 
storytelling and characters 
and emotion.” 

It's an approach that has 
established Vallee as a master 
of drawing out raw. emotional 
performances — not to men¬ 
tion Academy Awards atten¬ 
tion — from his actors. 

That includes the Oscar- 
winning turns from Matthew 
McConaughey and Jared Leto 
in Dallas Buyers Club, and 
Oscar nominations for Reese 
Witherspoon and Laura Dern 
for their work in Wild. 

This time. Vallee found a 
willing partner in Gyilenhaal, 
who plays the emotionally 
stunted Davis, and Naomi 
Watts, as a single mom who 
is gradually drawn into his 
grief-stricken orbit. Watts said 
she embraced Vallee's uncon¬ 
ventional approach, which 


included using only natural 
light sources during filming 
and virtually no makeup or 
hair-styling. 

“There’s really no vanity 
involved. Once you let go of 
that, the actors can be free.” 
Watts said at the festival, add¬ 
ing that “every day you'd go 
to work and never know w r hat 
was going to happen.” 

“You can be doing a scene 
and if he doesn’t like it he’ll 
take a break. 

Tor instance, there was a 
scene we were shooting on a 
bench in Coney Island and he 
just wasn’t feeling it. 

"So he said. 'Get up. climb 
the fence and run down the

Searching YouTube for vocals 


James Hinton, the Brooklyn elec¬ 
tronic producer who records and 
performs as the Range, plumbed 
the darkest depths of YouTube 
for many a long, lonely night in 
search of the obscure vocal sam¬ 
ples that grace his new album, 
Potential, so it only seems fair 
he would be asked to play one 
of the YouTube showcases dur¬ 
ing this year's South by South¬ 
west festival. 

YouTube having a bit of money 
to throw around and all, these 
weren't bad showcases to attend, 
in part because of the free cock¬ 
tails and Fancy snacks circling 
the room all day and night long, 
but mostly because the produc¬ 
tion level was beyond ridiculous. 

Hinton, in particular, seemed 
to relish in the plush sound sys¬ 
tem, driving the thick tides of 
bass that ooze through his gor¬ 
geous downtempo compositions 
to levels that were probably just 
this side of dangerous but too 
ringly and immersive to resist. 
It was like bathing in a sea of 
low end. 

“It was insane, 'the low end on 
it was nuts. I could see my screen, 
like, vibrating," says Hinton, who 
these days plays live behind a 
screen-shaped holographic plate 
in deference to his chosen means 
of sourcing vocalists. 

"And I love it. I love it. 1 spent 
enough time working on the low 
end on this album that I'm happy

that it got. boosted that much.* 

You can sense the investment 
that went into Potential simply 
hum the fact that its heart-swell¬ 
ing piano and keyboard melodies 
and subtle percussive crescendos 
sound like emotion distilled to 
its purest musical form. It's a 
record that sounds like it cares, 
like it might offer you a hanky 
and a shoulder to ere on. And it 
does care. 

Hinton didn't just nick a verse 
or two from random strangers 
on the Internet and move on: 
he tracked each and every one 
of them down, made contact, 
politely asked permission to use 
their voices and offered them a 
cut of the royalties. 


He made a point of only work¬ 
ing with people whose video 
countenance gave him good 
vibes, too. As he recently told 
Iritchfork, he couldn't bear to 
work with anyone who looked 
like “a horrible human being." 

iince then, Hinton has taken 
his relationship with the un¬ 
knowns singing into the void 
on Potential, his second album 
as the Range, one step further by 
meeting them personalty all over 
the world in a new documentary 
directed by Daniel Kaufman en¬ 
titled Superimpose. 

3t premiered before his set 
at SXSW and will see wider ire 
lease in May. 

His instincts about his virtual 
collaborators were right, he says. 

“You kind of assume these 
people are who you think they 
are." he says. “ 

In my life, I lay not to deal with 
people who are idiots or annoy¬ 
ing or not genuine, so it's been 
awesome to have that validated 
when 3 have met them. J defin¬ 
itely thought they were special 
people and it's just been totally 
confirmed down the line.

As kids growing up in To¬ 
ronto and Hamilton, JSicole 
and Natalie Appleton would 
belt out tunes by Madonna, 
lay lor Dayne, Whitney Hous¬ 
ton and Wham! in their bed¬ 
rooms. Hash-forward 30some 
years, and they're pop irons in 
their own right, having shot 
to slinky-pop fame in the late 
'90s as half of the girl group 
All Saints. 

Nearly 19 years after hits 
Know Where it's At and Never 
hver cemented them as the 
Pepsi to the Spice Girls' Coke, 
the group have reunited for 
their fourth album, Red flag. 

"‘Lyrically it's a very honest, 
true album," says Natalie, 42. 
The debut single, the slow-bum 
dance groove One Strike was 
written by All Saints" Shaz- 
nay Lewis about an hours-long 
phone call she had w r ith Nicole, 
41, after her then-husband.

he was expecting a child with 
an American journalist. Nicole 
filed for divorce in April 2014, 

"It brought tears to my eyes," 
says Natalie of when she first 
heard the song. “1 knew what it 
was abuut. 1 didn't cry because 
of the song, 1 cried because 1 
remember. 1 went through it 
with my sister. We were there 
when it all happened. It just re¬ 
minded me ofwhEtt happened 
at the time, so of course it's

She finds the bridge, which 
includes the stripped-back sing- 
spoken lines “I don’t want to 
stay, time to go,'I don’t want to 
be in this home," particularly 
poignant.

‘Every rape is not a gender-motivated hate crime/ says judge 


Fop star Kesha’s claims that 
producer Dr. Luke violated hu¬ 
man rights and hate crime laws 
by drugging. sexuELlly abusing 
and emotionally tormenting her 
were dismissed Wednesday, with 
a judge saying that rape isn't ne¬ 
cessarily an act of gender hatred. 

Manhattan state Supreme 
Court justice Shirley Werner 
Komreich ruled in the platinum¬ 
selling singer's civil-court dash 
with the hit-maJang producer, 
who denies the singer’s accusa¬ 
tions and hasn't been charged 
with any crime. 


Kesha’s claims that Dr. Luke 
violated her rights by raping 
and abusing her can't go for¬ 
ward because the alleged inci¬ 
dents happened outside New 
York, stretch beyond legal time 
limits and don't meet the high 
legal bar for "intentional inflic¬ 
tion of emotional distress," the 
judge said. 

"Her claims of insults about 
her value as an artist, her looks 
and her weight are insufficient 
to constitute extreme, outra¬ 
geous conduct intolerable in 
a civilized society." Kornreich 


wrote, adding that Kesha didn’t 
say that Dr. Luke's alleged at¬ 
tacks were spurred by animus 
toward women. 

“Every rape is not a gender- 
motivated hate crime." the judge 
wrote. Lawyer; for the singer anti 
Dr. Luke didn't immediately re¬ 
spond to requests for comment 
on the ruling, wriirb left stand¬ 
ing a portion of Kesha's claims 
involving contract issues. 

Meanwhile, Kesha is appeal¬ 
ing an earlier ruling rejecting a 
bid to be freed horn her contact 
Dr. Luke's breach-of-contract 


claims against her are ongoing, 
and so are California and len- 
nessee lawsuits surrounding a 
dispute that has rippled through 
the entertainment business. 

Kesha fans have called on 
Sony to sever ties with Dr. Luke. 
The maker of an upcoming LBS 
mini series about pop music hits 
said he's considering cutting 
scenes with Dr. Luke, and Ke¬ 
sha has gotten an outpouring 
of support from celebrities, in¬ 
cluding Taylor Swift, Adele and 
Lady Gaga.

of a city 
divided 

Berlin is one of today's great 
art and cultural capitals. It also 
has a fascinating recent past, 
in part due to the wall that 
divided it for 28 years. Loren 
Christie spent 48 hours in this 
trail blazing city and reports 
back with a danke schon.

Berlin is a city with emotional 
intelligence; acutely aware of 
its place as ground zero for 
much of the troubled history 
of the 20th century while em¬ 
bracing its status as a polit¬ 
ical and cultural trailblazer 
in the 21st. 

I recently spent a weekend 
in Berlin and despite nty lim¬ 
ited time and the city’s size 
— 3.5 million people spread 
out over almost 900 square 
kilometres — I was able to 
get a sense of this grand city. 

It sounds unimaginative. 


but the ubiquitous hop-on 
hop-off city tour is perfect for 
those on a schedule. The City 
Circle Tour includes a running 
commentary and has 18 stops 
including a couple around the 
Tiergarten, Berlin's massive 
inner city park and the for¬ 
mer West Berlin downtown 
district of Charlottenburg. 

The tour includes many 
references to the devastation 
of World War 13 and indeed 
the few pre-w r ar buildings left 
standing are architectural 
stand-outs* but most of the 


tour is focused on life be¬ 
tween 1961 and 1989 when 
the Berlin Wall literally and 
emotionally divided the city. 
Checkpoint Charlie was the 
best known border crossing 
between Bast and West. 

Today there is a small 
guardhouse left standing 
where you can get a Check¬ 
point Charlie stamp in your 
passport and have a photo 
taken with some character 
actor guards. 

Across the street, the 
Mauermuseum tells the his¬ 


tory of the Wall through 
photos, videos and newspaper 
articles. 

The Brandenburg Gate, the 
site of Kennedy's "Ich bin e in 
Berliner” speech in 1963. is 
likely Berlin’s most recog¬ 
nized monument. 

It's a worthy photo stop 
and a short walk to many 
of the city's historic build¬ 
ings, including the German 
Reichstag. 

A broad boulevard lined 
with shops, the Kurfurs- 
tendamin is considered the 


Champs-Ely sees of Berlin. 
Skip the brand-name shops 
and go to the iconic KaJJeWe 
department store. The sixth 
floor food stalls are foodie 
heaven and make a great 
lunch stop offering anything 
from traditional currywurst 
to fine French champagne 
and cheeses. 

On my second day I 
squeezed in a visit to Bern- 
auer Strasse where a large 
section of the wall still stands. 

Sombre memorial plaques 
do an outstanding job ex¬ 


plaining how brutal this per¬ 
iod of history was for Berlin. It 
is best accessed via the Nord- 
babnhof subway station. 

Don't miss the storyboards 
inside the station, which de¬ 
scribe the ghost lines — West 
Berlin subway trains that 
passed through Bast Berlin. 

T he stations that once ser¬ 
viced the lines were shuttered 
tn the East Berliners while 
anxious subway riders from 
the West trundled past the 
murky platforms lined with 
armed guards. 
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The Clash, Sex Pistols and Buzzcocks played the Screen ort the Green cinema Aug. 29,1976, 
marking the end of the summer when punk was born, Jonathan ldcw lemv’THf Pftkss. 


PILGRIMAGE 

City’s punk-

torn the Sex Pistols' rehearsal/ 
living spate to the scene of the 
Notting Hill riots witnessed by 
The Clash, if you're a fan of 
punk, London is a great plate 
to set out on a pilgrimage to 
explore the neighbourhoods 
and locations that were its 
petri dishes. 

First stop: Portobello Road 
to see the mural of Clash front¬ 
man Joe Stmmmer, which was 
painted after his death. 

'The bustling market selling 
knickknacks, clothing and an¬ 
tiques while passers-by peer at 
their iPhones creates a stark 
contrast to Stnimmer’s anti- 
establishment vibe. 

From there, head to Tav¬ 
istock Road, the street that 
inspired Struminer's White 
Riot, his call to arms after a 
West Indian tamival ended in 
violence in Notting Hill in the 
summer of '76. 

The Rough Trade record shop 
opened in 1976 on Kensington 
T J ark Road. Today it's on Talbot

London is marking 40 
years- since the summer 
that spawned punk with a 
aeries of events, gigs and 
exhibits this year. Visit 
punk.I and art for more 
information. 


Road, filled with vinyl and CDs, 
its walls and ceiling adorned 
with posters featuring The 
Clash, Sex Pistols and others. 

Near the Tottenham Court 
Road tube you can find Den¬ 
mark Street, once known ns 
London's Tin Fan Alley. Re¬ 
hind the NO.TOM guitar shop 
there's a tiny 19th century 
cottage where the Sex Pistols 
once lived. 

It's covered with graffiti 
created by the Pistols' lobn 
Lydon John Lvdon (Johnny 
Rotten), including a drawing 
of the Pistols' manager Mal¬ 
colm McLaren, and another of 
Nancy Spungen.

CFL adopts video 
official for reviews 


The CFL's board of governors 
voted Thursday to expand video 
review for the upcoming sea¬ 
son. 

It's one of 10 rule changes 
proposed by the CFL’s rules 
committee that the league’s 
board of governors adopted. 

The CFL will add a video of¬ 
ficial in the command centre 
to address obvious errors not 
covered by replay challenges. 
One example would be when 
both the offence and defence 
jump into the neutral zone 
before the snap, the replay of¬ 
ficial could examine the play 
and communicate to the ref¬ 
eree which team jumped first. 

According to the CFL, the 
video official would be a first 
in North /American pro sports. 

The league has also deemed 
offensive pass interference, il¬ 
legal contact and illegal inter¬ 
ference on pass plays as re- 
viewable. 

Penalties re viewable by a 
coach's challenge will also in¬ 
clude called illegal blocks on 
kick plays, roughing the passer 
or kicker and illegal interfer¬ 
ence at the point of reception 
on kickoff attempts. 

“Expanding what can be 
reviewed will not result in a 
slower game because coach es 
are nor being provided with 
additional reviews per game,” 
Glen Johnson, the CFL's senior 
vice-president, football, said 
in a statement, "in fact, we're 
looking to reduce the num¬ 
ber of delays and the number 
of penalties, while improving 
the quality of the game and 
protecting the health of otir 
players.” 


League governors also voted 
to disallow players from push¬ 
ing blockers through gaps in 
the offensive line on one-point 
converts and field-goal tries. 
The CFL also expanded the defi 
ini tion of a "peel-back” block. 

It’s now illegal for an offen¬ 
sive player to block an oppon¬ 
ent low anywhere on the field 
when he's moving towards his 
goal-line rather than those start¬ 
ing the play in the tackle box. 

The CFL also modified what 
constitutes illegal procedure. 
Line players tan now move 
slightly, point, or make signals 
for blocking assignments while 
in a three-point stance prior to 
the snap, the Canadian press
